ty cases aro transferred to the Superior 
Court. The civil jurisdiction of Dis-

Demonstrations in Jpraying* 


As u]ready announced through the 


papers the Cuilegeis planning to hold 
u. number of demoiintiations and co- 
operative experiments in the treatment 
of the Sau Jose scale this spring. 
In 


order to determine the best plan to fol- 
low and to find tne most suitable place 
in each vicinity for such work, circu- 
lar letter.i are being sent out to all who 
have wiitten us within the year in re- 
gard to the scale and to and others who 
may be interested and whose names 
we may obtain. 


The plan as now developed is as fal- 


lows. To hold a demonstration in the 
preparation of the lime-sulphur wash 
and at the panic time to apply tht: new 
kerosene-limoid mixture in order to 
Hud out which is the better. 
For the 


experiment the college will furnish the 
necessary limoid und, where no ade- 
quate spraying out lit is at 
hand, a 


pump and accessories will also be fur- 
nished. It is expected that owner of 
orchard will carry outfit from aud to 
his nearest shipping piiut.

Grimm of Rutland and Is all metallic 
throughout, no wooden utensils being 
used. Both sugar aud syrup are made. 
The sugar is made iu three-ounce aud 
half-pound cakes and ten-pound palls, 
and the syrup iu gallon cans. Has a
